hing them they should not 
forfake the cauſe of Chriſt, 
for by his aſſiſtance they 
Should bring their buſines 
totheir deſired ifſue:which 
promiſe did not faile them; 
tor within eight dayes at- 
ter, a ſentence was giuen to

S. tgnatizs his vertues , that he 
found the mercy and favours of 
Almighty God toyvards him 
to be ſuch, that by hovy m:1ch 
the more he {cemed to vvanr, 
and delire amendment, by to 
much more liberall Al:nighty 
God vvas vvith him , and caſh 
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vpon him more botitifully 
the treaſures of his {weet- 
nes.Wherfore he profeſſed 
ingenuouſly, that he could

Tenatius himſelfe and others

Wile had a care to ſpeake 
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nothing vnaduiſedly , but

is certayne, that more then 
thirty ycares before he de- 
ceaſed, he neuer miſcalled 
any man by the names of 
fooleor ſor , or gaue any 0- 
ther reproachfull Lnguage 
ro atty, When he had 1uſt 
occaſion to reprehend any 
man , he did it without 
bitternes, or any picquant 
word, And euen in his 
moſt ſcuere reprehenfions, 
he forebore to giue any 
man theepirhite of diſobe- 
dient, proud, ſottish , or 
lazy ; reprehending men 
for 
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for their faults, by opening 
and vnfoulding the nature 


of them to them, He neuer 
vied any words of exagge- 
ration. He neuer detracted 
from any mans fame, nor 
lent any eare to any detra-

ficient to redreſle it, he ne-

finne , that he had made 
knowne the fault of a cer- 
taine perſon to three of his 
Fathers , whereas two of

' with him; in ſomuch, thay 


by how mucn rhe oftner 


and more familiarly men 


treated with him , by ſo 
much the morc they ſtood 


affected to him , howbeit, 


ordinarily that ſaying of S, 


Cyrill be found true : That 
he, vvho 15 emer preſent, looſeth 
the resþefts due from them that 
keepe hin C ompany, And thar 
of Tacitus:That things farth- 
eſt off are moſt held in efteeme. 
Certaine it is, that the B, 
Fathers Cofeilour, F.lames 
Eeuia (of whom S, Ignatius

be reſtrayned, notwithſti-

with thel intimatio of what 
he would publith,ifit were 
his fortune to ſuruiue S, 
Ienatius, but one hower, 
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The gnift of Prayer in $.lgnas 
tius moſt excellent, 
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Þ ucrted to a betrer life, 
he preſently betooke him- 
ſelfto the refuge of Praier, 
the better to appeaſe the 
wrath of Almighty God, 
& implore his divine grace. 
He dayly bcitowed ſeauen 
howers, vpon his knees, in 
Prayer: belides that, he had 
a ſpeciall care ener to be 
preſent at the Sacrifice of

| pline, And bcig afterwards 
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preferred to the dignity of 
Preiſt-hood, and Gouerne- 


ment of the Society ; eucr 
after he had offered the Sa- 


ſpent two howers in Con- 
templation;to omit his pre- 
paratiion to Maſle, and that 
morning Prayer, which all 
they of the Society, accor- 
ding to their Rules, are 0- 
bliged to make, when they 
awake out of their flcep. 
He tcaſoned all his actiss 
with the ſalt of Medita- 
tion, according to the pre- 
cept of S. Baſill, When and 
as often as he pleaſed, he

Andin his old age, 
broken now with the au-

tent diet, he was yet ſo 
temperate in his meate and

houſhould ſtood amazed at 
It, & that he ſeemc&vtterly 
ro haue loſt his taſt 1n all 
things; ſauing when now 
and then he fed vpon cheſt- 
nuts , which in 1taly and 
Spaine 1s the food of poore 
people. His diet out of 
faſting dayes, was Lambe, 
or {ome other fleſh of no 
reater value; Veale , Chi- 
Fins or any fuch things as 
are accounted daynetycs, 
he would neuer taſt , not 
though he had inuited

him, He neuer tooke guſt 
in the taſt of any meate, 
how hungry ſceucr he.

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He neuer found fault with 
any diſh of meate, howſoe- 
uer , through the igno- 
rance or careleſnes of ſer- 
uants, it were ill dreſſed or 
ſeaſoned; nor though he 
were ſcrued with ill and 
ſower wine, And in fine, 
he himſelfe would haue 
nothing peculiar to him- 
ſelfe : be impoſed once a 
pennance vpon one who 
ſerued him at table , for 
\ bringing one bunch of gra- 
pes more to him then to 
the reſt, Which circum- 
ſtances no vnpartiall man 
will eſteeme triuiall, if he 
conlider either the yeares

C&ed , that many of them

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ſome prophane Louers of 
theirs perceaued,, & found 
the way to their. deſired 
beſtialityes more and more 
dayly blocked, they fel fu- 
rioufly at vnawarres,|vpon 
Tenatius , beating him with 
cudgells , in ſo inhuman 
a manner, that he was for- 
ced , for ſome dayes after, 
to keepe his bed.

lowers, as men guilty of

- Other foule faCts in Spaine 
and France, and of late alſo 
at Vence , and that nauing 
eſcaped the hadsof Iuſiice, 
they were Come tO Rome tO 
debauch & corrupt yourh, 
vnder the colour of pic- 
ty , with the like fog 
nk broached by A0Y 
Monke and his colnplini; 
It begat in ſhorttyme., {o 
violent a hatred againſt Y; 
Tenatins & his Companiss, 
thar many men began to

CHaPTER XVI. 

Hough: the rriall of ſan- 
(tity conſift not inthe wor= 
hens of wonders, as$S. Gregory 
the Pope noteth ( whence 
itcameto paſle , that ſaint 
lohn Baptiſt, a man ſo re- 
nowned inthe holy writ, 
for 
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for his {anttity of life , is 
not reportcd ih the Gho- 
| ſpell, to haue wrought any 
miracle, whilſt heliued ) 
yet becauſe the voice of 
the vulgar ſeemethto exact | 
miracles , at the hands of 
Saints , which, howbcit 
they are not merites, as S, 
Bernard teacheth , yet they 
are {igties & tokens of me- 
rites ; the ſanctity of S, 
Ignativs was not voyd of 
this ornament of Miracles: 
For 1n the procefles of his 
Canonization, arc mentio- 
ned more then two hun- 
dred Miracles wrought by 
him , all confirmed by the 
vniformme and graue aflcr- 
tion 
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of S.lenatins, 183 
tion of many {worne wit- 
nelles, | 

Here ſome few. only, 
beſides them often aboue 
mentioned, which hapned 
toS, Jenarrys , in his life- 
tyme, ſhalbe touched. 

It fell out at Bercelona, 
that two Brothers , abour 
their Patrimony , had long 
ſued one another, And he, 
1nfine whoſe fortuneit was 
to looſe the ſure , falling, 
with too vehement-appre- 
henſfion , into deſpaire, 
hung himſelfe, with a hal- 
ter, vpon a beame in his 
chamber. The bruite of 
which came no ſooner to 


the cares of S; Ignatius, but 
ſud

ſuddainely he bertooke 
himſelfe to the place; 
and cutting a ſunder the 
halter, from that vnfortu- 
nate rafter , gaue order 
that the dead body ſhould 
be laide vpon a bed. 
Which done falling a part 
vpon his knees, ne began 
with many teares , tO a6. 
kk the ſafety gh that 
miſcrable creature, at the 
hands of Almighty God, 
Bur whilſt $. Iznatius (_ 
being ar that tyme bur a 
ſtudent in the Grammar 
ſchole ) was thus carnelt 
in his prayers , they wo 
were there piclent ; {tan- 
din ginſutpence, with theit 


. "7 eyes 
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eyes fixed vpon the bed, . 
( athing full. of miracle: ) 
the dead manreturned ſud- - 
| dainlytolife, and had the 
vie of his voyce ſolong mill 
calling for a Ghoſtly Fa- 
ther, he had confelled his 
finnes, and receauecd abl{o- 
lutton;and then arlaſt gaue 
vp his ghoſt, lately redce- 
med from out the jawes of 
hell, into the hands bf his 


Creatour. * 
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He recouered immedia 
tely a certaine man called 
B.ijtid;qwho had been many 
yeares lick -of the falling 
l1cknes, by caſting vp his 
eyes and prayers for him 
to Heauen,

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He often chaſed the De- 
uil out of poſleſled perſons, 
by the ligne of the croſle. 
He reſtored a woman to 
health , who lay halfe dead 
of a Conſumption. 
— He deliwered one Stmor 
| Rodriguez , being allo at 
deaths dore, from his di- 
ſcale, by a pious embrace, 
Iohn Baptiſta Coco, who by 
accident one euening , had 
| fo burnt his hand, thar it 
became vtterly vnſeruicea- 
_ ble, and diſabled for any 
manuall function, the next 
day, by his prayers, had his 
hand healed and reſtored. 
_. Returning ſick, into his 
| Country , of aquotidian 
ague; 
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of S, [anatins, 127 
ague, and preaching often 
inthe open feilds ( becauſe 
the Churches were not ca- 
pable of the concurle of 
people ) howbeit his wea- 


kenes would not. permit 


him to raiſe-his yoyce a- 
loud, yet euery word of 
his ſermon. was perfectly 
and diſtinctly heatd , and 
vnderttood of all inen, for 
the compalle of more then 

three hundred paces, 
Comming once to viltte 
one Alexander Perrorin,wno 
lay ſick in a darke & cloſc 
chamber and bed,in rezard 
the windowes and dores 
were kept ſhut,to Keep our

uotion , vpbraiding the 


man for his ſuperſtition, 
and'with a bitter alluſion 
to h13 Moro of triumph, in- 
uert the words of it thus:

At which the 
man growing infinitely 
' out of patience , out of his 
ſenſe of this irreligion-vſcd 
to S.,.
